175  students  bused 
in  Boston  Chinatown 


Franchi  negligent  in  fulfilling 
job  hiring  promises  to  community 


Some  175  children 
from  the  Chinatown- 
South  Cove  area  will 
be  bused  when  Boston 
schools  open  Sept.  12. 
The  busing  plan  is  in 
compliance  with  a  fed¬ 
eral  court  order  to 
implement  a  desegrega¬ 
tion  program  t  o  a- 
chieve  racial  balance 
in  the  city's  schools.

A  recent  SAMPAN  in¬ 
vestigation  reveals 
that  the  builder  of 
the  new  Quincy  Elemen¬ 
tary  School  facility— 
Franchi  Construction 
Co.,  Inc. — has  been 
negligent  in  fulfill¬ 
ing  its  commitment  to 
hire  community  resi¬ 
dents. 

On  June  11,  1974, 
Franchi' s  corporate 
EEO  officer,  Thomas 
Bushman,  wrote  a  let¬ 
ter  of  intent  to  the 
community,  to  provide 
hiring  preferences  to 
community  residents  to 
fill  jobs  created  by 
the  construction  o  f 
Quincy  School.  At  the 
same  time, Franchi  pro¬ 
vided  for  eight  posi¬ 
tions  earmarked  for 
community  positions. 

(The  eight  posi¬ 
tions  included  three 
laborers,  three  car¬ 
penters,  a  time  keeper 
and  rod  man  positions. 
Exact  dates  of  job  a- 
vai lability  and  dura¬ 
tion  were  cited.) 

To  date,  only  two 
positions — those  for 
timekeeper  and  laborer 
—have  been  filled  by 
community  residents. 
The  remaining  six  po¬ 
sitions  went  unfilled. 

The  reasons  for  the 
non-hiring .remains  un¬ 
clear. 

Leo  Verrochi ,  job 
superintendent  for  the 
Quincy  School  project, 
and  the  man  responsi¬ 
ble  for  hiring,  said 
that  "some  of  the  ap¬ 
plicants  were  too 
young  looking."  Anoth¬ 
er  excuse  was  that  he 
could  not  remember 
having  seen  the  job 
openings. 


Unemployed  union 
members  must  be  given 
preferences  over  com¬ 
munity  residents,  not¬ 
ed  Bushman,  the  EEO 
corporate  officer. 

Yet,  the  positions 
for  laborers  do  not 
require  the  skills  of 
a  journeyman  or  an  ap¬ 
prentice. 

Although  the  China¬ 
town  Little  City  Hall 
also  screened  appli¬ 
cants  and  referred 
many  job  candidates, 
only  two  were  hired. 

At  present, the  con¬ 
tract  negotiated  be¬ 
tween  the  city  and 
Franchi  does  NOT  con¬ 
tain  any  legally  bind¬ 


ing  commitment  b  y 
Franchi  to  hire  commu¬ 
nity  residents.  Nor 
does  the  contract  in¬ 
clude  any  aggressive 
Affirmative  Action 
guidelines. 

The  contract  has 
been  described  as 
"weak"  and  ineffective 
in  its  Equal  Employ¬ 
ment  Opportunity  and 
Affirmative  Action 
programs. 

Several  contract 
and  compliance  spe¬ 
cialist,  including  of¬ 
ficials  from  the  fed¬ 
eral  Office  of  Civil 
Rights,  in  reviewing

$5K  contract 
to  CACA 


Benevolent  Assoc,  appoints  interim  committee 
for  Boston  200,  Chinatown  ‘100’  celebrations 


The  CACA  Multi -Ser¬ 
vice  Center  was  re¬ 
cently  awarded  a  $5000 
contract  by  the  De¬ 
partment  o  f  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare 
(HEW),  Office  of  the 
Regional  Director  (Re¬ 
gion  I). 

The  contract  pro¬ 
vides  for  the  part- 
time  services  of  a  bi¬ 
lingual  community 
worker  to  develop  a 
system  for  documenting 
requests,  making  re¬ 
ferrals  and  arranging 
follow-up,  and  assist¬ 
ing  in  determining 
needs  for  social  ser¬ 
vices  that  might  oth¬ 
erwise  go  unnoticed. 

This  contract  was 
awarded  by  HEW  in  re¬ 
cognition  of  the  needs 
of  the  Chinese  commu¬ 
nity.  HEW  also  recog¬ 
nizes  that  while  the 
CACA  Multi -Service 
Center  has  been  able 
to  enchance  the  range 
of  services  available 
through  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  many  outside 
agencies,  there  is  a 
continuing  need  t  o 
strengthen  the  admini¬ 
strative  capabilities 
of  the  CACA  so  that  is 
may  still  better  im¬ 
pact  on  the  target 
population. 

Mrs.  Mina  Chin,  a 
community  resident  and 
a  volunteer  in  the 
CACA  Multi -Service 
Center,  has  been  hired 
as  the  part-time  com¬ 
munity  worker.  She  is 
presently  assisting 
the  office  manager, 
Fannie  Kwan,  in  pro¬ 
viding  services  to  the 
Chinese  community. 


The  council  of  the 
Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association 
(CCBA)  of  New  England 
met  recently  to  re¬ 
solve  the  question  of 
taking  an  active  role 
in  Boston's  forthcom¬ 
ing  Bicentennial  Cele¬ 
bration.  An  affirma¬ 
tive  decision  was 
reached . 

Coinciding  with  the 
Bicentennial  will  be 
the  lODth  anniversary 


of  Boston's  own  China¬ 
town  community.  Plan¬ 
ning  will  be  consoli¬ 
dated  through  a  CCBA 
interim  planning  com¬ 
mittee  whose  job  will 
be  to  draft  a  proposal 
for  the  two  celebra¬ 
tions.  The  proposal 
draft  to  be  presented 
late  September  will 
include  recommendation 
for  personnel  appoint¬ 
ments  to  serve  on  the 
celebration  subcommit¬ 


tees  . 

The  committee  i  s 
comprised  of  the  CCBA 
staff  and  nine  commu¬ 
nity  people  selected 
by  the  council.  Those 
nine  are  Arthur  Wong, 
Henry  Chin,  Peter  Chan 
Paul  Chan,  Frank  Chin, 
Davis  Woo,  Paul  Moy, 
Jerry  Chu,  and  Yuk 
Tsuen  Eng. 

The  CCBA  Council 
also  resolved  that  the

It 
will  include  a  parade 
of  floats,  lions,  a 
Chinese  opera  group,  a 
drum  and  bugle  band, 
and  community  groups, 
all  marching  through 
Boston.

How  to  send  duty-free  gifts 


When  playing  the 
tourist,  one  never 
seems  to  neglect  that 
art  o  f  memorablilia 
shopping  for  those 
left  behind.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  explains  how 
those  gifts  may  be 
sent  home  duty-free. 

Travellers  overseas 
orin  neighboring  coun¬ 
tries  must  heed  the 
regulations  of  the  U- 
nited  States  Customs 
Office  where  duty-free 
gifts  are  concerned. 
To  send  such  gift  i- 
tems  to  relatives  and 


friends  at  home,  the 
gift  must  cost  no  more 
than  $10  in  fair  re¬ 
tail  value  in  the 
country  from  which  it 
is  sent.  But,  indivi¬ 
dually  wrapped  gifts 
may  be  mailed  to  one 
address  in  one  package 
if  they  are  intended 
for  different  people 
and  if  each  gift  is 
valued  at  no  more  than 
$10.  Alcoholic  per¬ 
fumes  valued  over  $1 , 
alcoholic  beverages 
and  tobacco  products 
cannot  be  included. 


No  more  than  $10  in 
gift  shipments  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  same 
person  and  received  at 
Customs  on  the  same 
day  can  go  through  du¬ 
ty-free.  Gift  pack¬ 
ages  should  be  marked 
"Unsolicited  Gift-Val¬ 
ue  Uner  $10"  in  large 
letters  on  the  outside 
of  the  box. 

Travellers  who  send 
"gifts"  to  themselves 
or  to  people  travel¬ 
ling  with  them  must 
pay  the  applicable  tax 
and  duty.

Should  you  tune  in 
to  1150  on  your  AM 
dial  every  Sunday  from 
9:30  to  10:30  p.m.  you 
will  be  able  to  listen 
to  the  "Voice  of  the 
Chinese  Community 
(VTCC). 

VTCC,  or  "Wah  Yan 
Gee  Yum"  is  an  hour- 
long  Chinese  radio 
program  produced  b  y 
and  for  the  Chinese 
community.  Aired  on 
WCOP-AM,  it  includes  a 
varied  format  of  Chi¬ 
natown  news,  inter¬ 
views,  Chinese  music, 
and  specials  on  health 
education,  and  welfare 

The  radio  program's 
beginning  can  be  trac¬ 
ed  back  to  late  1970 
when  Caroline  Chang, 
then  manager  of  Chi¬ 
natown  Little  City 
Hall,  together  with  a 
number  of  community 
youths  contacted  and 
negotiated  with  the 
WC0P  management  for 
free  public  service 
air  time  to  the  Chi¬ 
nese  community. 

With  little  fanfare 
a  few  hands,  and  an 
empty  treasury  the 
"Voice  of  the  Chinese 
Community"  went  on  the 
air  on  Jan.  24,  1971 
on  FM  radio.  For  more 
than  3h  years, members 
of  the  VTCC  spent 


their  free  time  doing 
research,  editing,  and 
narrating  the  weekly 
program.  They  negoti¬ 
ated  and  re-negotiated 
with  the  station  man¬ 
agement  to  extend  the 
time  allotment  from 
half  an  hour  to  a 
whole  hour,  and  to  be 
aired  on  AM  instead  of 
on  FM ;al 1  such  changes 
instituted  to  improve 
its  service  to  the 
community. 

In  June,  the  VTCC 
undertook  an  opinion 
survey.  The  survey 
clearly  indicated  a 
preference  for  Manda¬ 
rin  hit  songs,  and 
general  approval  o  f 
the  VTCC  program.  Also 
loud  and  clear  is  the 
message  that  the  lis¬ 
tening  audience  pre¬ 
fers  more  in-depth  re¬ 
porting  of  Chinatown 
news. 

The  VTCC  is  made 
possible,  thanks  to  a 
small,  dedicated  group 
of  volunteers:  Peter 
Chan,  Paul  Chan,  Caro¬ 
line  Chang,  Anne  Chan, 
Alice  Wong, Laura  Wong, 
Henry  Tse,  and  Dorcas 
Lai.  Each  of  the  vol¬ 
unteers  has  full  time 
commitments,  but  man¬ 
ages  to  contribute 
some  time  to  the  pro¬ 
gram.

the  contract , note  that 
the  Quincy  School  con¬ 
tract  contains  no  fed¬ 
eral  or  state  Affirma¬ 
tive  Action  guidelines. 

There  are  no  re¬ 
quirements  for  speci¬ 
fic  minority  utiliza¬ 
tion  man-hour  goals 
and  timetables,  nor 
does  the  contract 
specify  aggressive  Af¬ 
firmative  Action  steps 
in  recruiting,  adver¬ 
tising,  des semi nation 
of  EE0  policies  and 
on-the-job  opportuni¬ 
ties. 

The  officials  also 
noted  that  the  con¬ 
tract  , however  ,  is  typ¬ 
ical  of  most  city  con¬ 
tracts,  which  are  de¬ 


scribed  a  s  "passive 
cfttempts"  at  Affirma¬ 
tive  Action. 

Instead,  the  city 
relies  on  a  "volun¬ 
tary  program,  called 
the  Boston  Hometown 
Plan.  The  plan,  co¬ 
signed  by  labor  organ¬ 
izations  and  construc¬ 
tion  industry,  says, 
in  effect,  that  as  a 
"measure  of  good 
faith,"  the  signato¬ 
ries  will  take  Affirm¬ 
ative  Action  steps. 

The  plan,  however, 
has  NO  legal  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  no  stringent  EE0 
Affirmative  Action 
guidelines,  and  no 
means  ‘  of  enforcement 
of  its  owru  -riTrrm.-  -if 
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Beyond  Franchi 

Franchi  Construction  Company,  Inc.,  has  made--for 
all  intentional  purposes--rather  shallow  and  insincere 
promises  and  commitments  to  hire  community  residents 
for  jobs  opening  in  its  construction  of  the  new  Quincy 
Elementary  School.  Results,  not  unfulfilled  promises 
and  "good  intentions",  are  needed. 

Because  Chinatown  is  small,  without  financial  or 
political  leverage,  and  its  residents  characteristical¬ 
ly  uncomplaining,  it  is  once  again  being  stepped  upon 
and  ignored.  Potential  job  openings  closed. 

The  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,  given  teeth  by  the 
1972  Equal  Employment  Opportunities  Act  and  Executive 
Order  11246,  are  significant  federal  measures  for  Amer¬ 
ica's  minorities.  The  landmark  laws  were  established 
to  remove  discrimination,  to  restore  minorities  of  de¬ 
served  self  pride  and  human  dignity,  for  a  fair  and 
just  place  in  the  employment  marketplace. 

Business  and  industry  have  a  responsibility  to  take 
Affirmative  Action  in  their  hiring  and  training  prac¬ 
tices.  Some  are  more  aggressive  than  others;  unfortu¬ 
nately,  many  have  only  taken  "public  relations"  on-pa- 
per-only  steps. 

A  large  burden  therefore  lies  on  individuals  and 
communities  to  demand  their  fair  share. 

The  median  income  of  Chinatown  residents  is  $4,800 
(1970  U.S.  Census  statistics),  less  than  two-thirds  of 
city's  median  income  of  $7,540.  The  Chinese  community 
cannot  afford  to  ignore  alternative  sources  of  employ¬ 
ment  income.  The  unions  and  construction  industryis 
slowly  opening  its  doors  to  minorities.  The  Chinese 
community  should  take  advantage  of  job  openings,  as 
have  the  Blacks,  Spanish-speaking  and  other  minorities. 

Leadership  is  needed  by  the  community.  Leadership 
to  work  for  more  equal  employment  opportunities  with 
the  Office  of  Civil  Right,  the  United  Community  Con¬ 
struction  Workers  of  Roxbury  and  the  Executive  Office 
of  Transportation  and  Constructions.  Leadership  is 
needed  to  investigate  construction  training  programs 
offered  by  two  federally-funded  programs:  the  Recruit¬ 
ment  Training  Program  and  the  Boston  Area  Construction 
Program,  Inc. 

Community  participation  is  needed  at  the  negotiation 
tables  when  a  New  Boston  Plan  is  shaped,  to  commit  in¬ 
dustry  to  "specific  goals  of  minority  manpower  utiliza¬ 
tion." 

Greater  thought  must  also  go  into  on-going  profes¬ 
sional  services  in  recruitment,  counseling  and  follow¬ 
up,  and  other  support  services  will  stay  on  the  heels 
of  employers,  employers  claiming  to  provide  equal  em¬ 
ployment  opportunities  and  Affirmative  Action. 

It  is  a  great  burden.  It  is  a  burden  that  must  be 
carried.  It  is  already  getting  late.  The  failure  of 
this  community  to  seek  a  more  legally-binding  commit¬ 
ment  in  the  Quincy  Elementary  School  construction  con¬ 
tract  for  minority-community  hiring  has  already  cost  us 
jobs.
